HEAVY BAINFALL CHANGES THE SARATOGA 
GOING WITH DISASTROUS RESULTS. 

Queen Margrot the Only First Choice to Score and 
She Only by Inches — Captain Cassatt Takes 
Two Races with Garbage and Buckboard.

Snratog.i, N. Y., August 29. — Favorites M’ere de- 
<ide<lly in eelinse ami it siMdled <lire disaster for 
most of the attendanee at tlie Saratoga track this 
afternoon. The only one not to fail was R. T. 
Wilson’s Queen Margot in the closing race, and her 
margin of victory was of tiie scantiest kind and 
only accomplished in the final stride after a strenu- 
ous drive. 

The changed track, as a result of a hard rain 
during the niglit and early morning hours, was re- 
sponsible for many withdrawals and the undoing 
of the favorites. 

Prominent in the racing during the afternoon 
were the red, white and blue silks of Capt. E. B. 
Cassatt, W’hose representatives carried off two of 
the purses and furnished extra woes for the back- 
ers of choices, when they took Crimper and View- 
lM»lnt into camp reswctively. Buckboard’s success 
w'as accomplished iii the easiest kind of manner, 
but Garbage W’as forced to stand a terrific drive to 
outstay Waiikeag, with the overwhelming Crimi)er 
following the pair and thoroughly si>ent. 

The Amsterdam Stakes, the outstanding offering 
from a monetary iwint of view, and worth $l.r>80 
net to the winner, was contested for by only five 
starters, with .1. ,1. Lillis ruling a big choice. He 
flattered liis supporters until near the end, where 
Harry Bhaw'. holding to his task resolutely after 
having saved considerable ground on the turns, 
mamiged to get up to win by a scant margin, 
.lockey Petz made the mistake of coming wide into 
the stretch, wiiich cost J. J. Lillis the race.

The 8i>ort began with a victory for Samuel Ross’ 
litimatum, making his first start since the I’iin- 
lico meeting. Doubt as to his tliorough fitness 
caused him to be neglected in favor of Tea Caddy 
and Ed Cudihee, Ultimatum showed himself to Ik* 
tlioroughl 3 ' at home in the muddy going and won as 
his rider pleased from Tea Caddy. Ed Cudihee 
quit in the stretch. 

Steeplechase Race Series of Mishaps. 

The steeplechase, after having promised spleiidid- 
l.v up to the last jump, culminated in Reddest fin- 
ishing bj' himself, with Mausolus hobbling in on 
three legs securing second place and BamlKK), which 
had bt*en remounted after falling, l>eing aw'arded 
third place. The quintette of starters had raced 
closely group<'d right up to the last jump, w’here 
Grey I^eg, Bamlwo and Old Salt all came to grief 
by falling. Mausolus blundered at the same time, 
resulting in his fracturing his left fore leg, hut 
Allen kept him going long enough to cross the fin- 
ishing line. I.,ater the horse had to Ik* destro.ved. 

For a time it looked j!s if all the fallen riders 
had sustaineil severe injuries. Kenned.v on Grey 
lK*g particularly, for he remained senseless on the 
s|K>t he had fallen. Stevenson, on Bamboo, was the 
first to round to consciousness and he immediatel.v 
set about remounting and continued the race from 
W'here he had fallen. Kenn<*dy did not recover 
liis full thinking faculties until long afterwards in 
the afternoon. 

Another fall, resulting in nothing more serious 
than a good shaking iq) for the rider, came in the 
fifth race, w’hen Collins was unseated from his 
mount Bar of Phoenix just as the start w’as affected 
in the fifth race. 

CrimiK*r’s defeat was a hard jolt, for he was 
considen*d next to a certainty. He was Mioroughly 
outrun from the start, Garbage show'ing the way 
from the outset, 

August Belmont, chairman of tlie jockey Club, 
made a brief visit todaj’ and will rt*main over to 
view the performance of his good colt Lucullite, 
that is intended to start in the Hopeful Stakes 
tomorrow'. 

The acute shortage of cars to transi>ort horses 
from here may result in small fields at ib*lmont 
Park for the first days of the meeting. Ow’ners 
and trainers are resorting to every know’n means 
to get an early start to ship from here, but present 
indications are that man.v will have to linger in 
these parts until w’ell along tow'ards the last of 
next week, before they can get away. 

Ed Trotter Will Ship to Douglas Park. 

Edw'urd Trotter has changed his plan of shipping 
to Havre de Grace and will go direct from here 
to Douglas Park, to await the opening of that 
meeting. 

J. E. Widener, G. D. Widener, J. Sanford and 
John E. Madden were among some of the lucky 
owners w'ho managed to ship some of their con- 
signment to Belmont Park this morning. 

Sam Hildreth will send those of August Belmoat 
and his own horses to B<*lmont Park next Friday, 

James Arthur will ship Tea Caddy to Laurel next 
week, where he will rejoin the otliers in the Arthur 
stable. 

Ed Garrison, in charge of the Mrs. Arlington 
racers, w’ill ship them to Aqueduct next w'eek. 

Announcement of a thirteen days’ meeting at the 
Detroit Fair Grounds, beginning September 15, 
was a topic of interest among a number of the 
horsemen here. A <*onsiderable number are await- 
ing more definite advices and are planning a trip 
there with their stables. 

Among the Maeomber horses which have gone to 
Kentucky and which are to be in ehatge of trainer 
Murphy, are Hollister, intended for all the long 
distance racing; Fruit Cake, w'hich Mr. Maeomb<*r 
recently purchased from Burttsehell & Zollicoffer;

A. K. Maeomber Colt Considered Topnotcher and in Fine Appearing Band of Well-Bred Yearlings Ready 
Lino for Juvenile Championship. for Education at Idle Hour Farm.

Saratoga. N. Y., August 29.— The manner in 
w’hieh A. K. Maeomber’s colt War Cloud, by Poly- 
melus — Dreamy, won the allowanc*e race, for which 
he ruled a prohibitive favorite Monday, removed 
all doubt as to the colt’s pretensions to considera- 
tion as one of the topnotcli two-year -olds of tlie 
j'ear. It wras on ever 3 ’bodj’’s lips after the race 
W’as over that War Cloud had made good all that 
had been claimed for him and that the chances 
are that he will turn out to be the best two-year- 
old of the year. 

It is certain that War Cloud will rule one of the 
choices for the $25,000 Hopeful Stakes, with which 
the Saratoga meeting W’ill be brought to a close on 
Thursday. Mr. Ma<*omber was w’arnily congratulated 
upon the possession of such a high-elass eolt, and 
the w’ish w’as universally expressed that his deeds 
in racing may eomiK*u8ate his popular owner for the 
many mishaps that have befallen other members 
of his stable this j’ear. 

The racing chart tells the story of how War 
Cloud, aw’ay from the starting barrier in a tangle, 
and buffeted about in the early running, came from 
far back in true race horse fashion to turn wh:lt 
apiK*ared like imi>ending defeat Into a brilliant 
victory. 

Gave an Exhibition of Bull Dog Gameness. 

It was reallj’ necessary to have been a spectator 
of the race, however, to fully appreciate the won- 
derful race that War Cloud ran. After getting into 
his stride, he moved up to the leaders like a flash 
of lightning in roumlin? the turn when jockey 
Ijoftiis called upon him and then, after having 
been subjected to such an extraordinary ordeal, gave 
an exhibition of bulldog gaineness in the final drive 
that aroused the onlookers to a realization that here 
was a eolt worthy of the highest admiration. 

War Cloud has now’ run tw’o convincing races. 
Before he meed he had w’orked so w(*ll that those 
W’ho keep informed on such matters had tabbed 
him as iMissibly the best colt of the year, and it is 
thought that the Saratoga track does not particu- 
larly suit liim, as he is a long -striding horse. The 
euppy track conditions prevailing here are .anything 
but favorable to n horse of this type. So it is pre- 
dicted that he w’ill show to even better advantage 
at Belmont Park and Aqueduct, w’here he w’ill 
doubtless be seen later in the year. 

It probably is ji lucky thing for the ow’uers of j 
other eligibles for that rich race that he was not 
nominated by his English breeders for the Futurity. 
In the Hopeful Stakes tomorrow’, he w’ill have to 
beat tw’o good colts in Sun Briar and Lucullite. 
The latter is reported to have w’orked three-quar- 
ters in 1:14 yesterday in preimration for the race. 
War Cloud was w’orked out three-quarters in 1:14% 
after finishing his race yesterday. So, iK*rhaps. 
the Hopeful will bring developments that will settle 
the question of two-j’ear-old supremacy.

Lexington. Ky., August 29. — Fourteen of the best- 
lookjng thoroughbred yearlings in the Blue Grass 
region will Ik* put in training under the watchful 
eye of Manager Barry Shannon at Edw’ard R. 
Bradley’s Idle Hour Stock Farm next Monday. 
Manager Shannon w’ill manage them until the rac- 
ing season is over in November, w’hen they will be 
transferred to trainer Cliff Hammon. Five of the 
j’oungsters are foreign -bred, though one of this 
quintette, the good-looking bay filly by Buckwheat 
— Macaroon (dam of Butterscotch II.), was foaled 
at Idle Hour Farm, where the other nine w’ere bn*d 
and foaled. The chestnut eolt by Marco — Forecastle 
Mr. Bradley Iniught at auction of the English colts 
and fillies brought over by J. O. Keene for $6. .500, 
and he pnibablj’ will prove the star of the collection, 
though the brow’ii colt by Helmet — I^ad^’ Lunguisli 
(daughter of St. Simon — Lady Reel, for which 
August Belmont paid $25,000 as a yearling), and the 
bay eolt by Helmet — Love Not, are exceptional in- 
dividuals and much admired by visitors to the farm. 
The Lady Languish eolt is a trifle plgeontm*d, but 
he has easy, graceful action, as shown in the pad- 
dock and is a sterling prospect. 

Macdonald Colt Looks Like a Bargain. 

La Soupe, the bay filly by Sardnnapale — Poiile an 
Pot, is one of two French -breds, the other lK*ing 
Dodger, a brow’n colt by Macdonald II. — Dogmatic. 
The filly cost her owner $3,000, just ten times the 
cost of the colt, but in reality there isn’t that dif- 
ference in them. It isn’t a bad risk to say that 
this eolt will prove to have been a genuine bargain. 
The other foreign -bred one is the English filly by 
Fariman — Violet Sehomberg. and she w’as a good 
buy at $1,000. The bay filly by Helmet— Divonne, 
is attractive. The black filly by Beach Comber — 
Whisk Broom, is a raey-looking miss, that riglit 
now’ is larger than w’as her dam w’hen she was a 
two-year-old. The bay filly by Helmet— Stumpy 
looks like sure money. The ehestunt eolt by Cunurd 
— l^ndello (dam of Bae, Blue Paradise, IJusy Joe 
and Col. Tom Green), is a smart-looking chap. The 
bay colts by Helmet — Tower of Candles and Beach 
ComlM*r — Princess Titania. and the chestnut filly by 
Cunard — Miss Ringlets, complete the string. 

There are tw’entj-five foals of 1917 on the farm 
and they are shortly to be w’eaned. Tlie handsom- 
est of these baby racers is the bay filly by Ilelmet 
— Love Not- She is a sHiK*rh filly. The bruw'n filly 
by Helmet — Lady Languish has a great deal of 
qiialit.v. The sister to Bradley’s Choici*, by Cunard 
— Sweet Alice, in color and markings, is not unlike 
her brother. The brown or black colt by Helmet — 
Macaroon, is an exceptionally good individual. A 
smart filly is the daughter of /Sweep — Bellisario.

much to recommend him.

Sport at Tijuana. Havana and Juarez Certain, with 
Hew Orleans on Doubtful List.

Saratoga. N. Y”., August 29. — Owners are begin- 
ning to think about winter racing and w’ondering 
just what will hap|K*n along that line. They know 
that Havana and Tijuana will run, but they are 
at sea concerning New Orleans, still hoping for 
tlie best. Some substantial pledges will have to 
come from New’ Orleans to encourage shipping 
horses there and they better come quicklj' or many 
horsemen w ill, plan to go elsewhere. Should Newr 
Orleans fail, .Tuarez will quickly step into the 
breach to provide a si>ort for horsemen to pick 
up a few purses. Manager Winn has planned to 
ojien Juarez in any event and will begin after 
New Orleans, should the sport be resumed tliere. 
Juarez is but thirtj’-six hours from New Orleans 
and the jump only trifling when it is considered 
that there will be fifty days to fill in the season 
between New Orleans and the opening of the east- 
ern tracks in the spring. Not until the New Or- 
leans question h.*is been settled will Manager Winn 
definitelj’ decide w’hat he will do with Juarez, 
but horsemen are assured there will be at least 
fiftj’ days of racing on the Mexican course. 

From all accounts quite a numbt*r of eastern 
horsemen, who have never before looked upon win- 
ter racing with favor, are contemplating a trial. 
They are beginning to realize that they can offset 
some of their expenses by shipping their cheaper 
class of horses to w’inter scenes. It is said that 
James Row’c w’ill consign some of his band to 
one of the winter resorts. If he does, others will 
follow suit. It is almost a sure thing that the A.
